ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
BoIIes, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 

STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. “ 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

I 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, officers of the 
Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion shall be exofficio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled 
to all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

. Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers.

Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 

elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 

annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 

for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 

causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 

equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The President, and the 
Vice-President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session.

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third Thurs- 
day in October, at 10^:00 A. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of the 
Board of Managers. 

'' Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Committee, 
which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, except the preacher of 
the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the different departments 
of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Sec. 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted rules 
governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year to 
report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session consisting of seven or more mem- 
bers, including the Presidents of the Convention, the Womans Baptist Mission So- 
ciety of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

* C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 

Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, elected by the 
Board of Managers. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

' E. Obituary Committee, consisting of six members, one from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members, representing 
all the Associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member ex officio, of all committees. 

* — This item was not adopted but was referred for action at annual session, 1942. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed by the President of the Convention for three (3) years and so 
far as practicable representing all the Associations, and so constituted that the terms 
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of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be lay- 
men, and the Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be an ex officio member. 
The chairman of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
COUNCIL OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to repre- 
sent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education, 
and these delegates shall constitute tthe Committee of the Convention on matters re- 
lating to co-operation with that organization. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, as 
follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the Con- 
vention ;one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the day 
preceding the next annual session of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, unless 
appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy 
Removal of a member from the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board 
shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership between annual sessions 
of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and the 
First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the 
three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a President, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Convention 
between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall ap- 
point an Executive Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Treasurer, who 
may be either a person or a bank of approved standing, auditors to examine and 
certify the accounts of all financial officers, and such other agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the same and 
requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for the aid of 
churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in accordance 
with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business mattters shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money for the 
work of the Convention, and the preparation of an annual budget providing for the 
work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Promo- 
tion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this 
'State for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. 

Section 4. The Board shall co-operate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this State, 
including the American Baptist Home Mission Society and the American Baptist 
Publication Society. 

Section 5. At its first meeting after the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint from its membership the following Standing Committees: 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christian Education, consisting of not fewer than seven mem- 
bers. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. , 

(4) Committee on Work with New Americans, consisting of five or more mem- 
bers. 

(5) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each Association. 

(6) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five or more members. 

(7) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more, members. In addi- 
tion, the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, 
who shall be ex officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(8) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) members, 
including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Presidents, 
the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex officio, the President 
of the Woman s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A full report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to^the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF THE BOARD 

OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board or its Executive Committee. 
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(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any corpora- 
tion or business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested; not permit 
the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any way 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of the Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall report its transactions fully to the Board of Managers 
and make such reports as may be requested to the Convention, in conjunction with 
the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

(1) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the 
local church. 

(2) The committee shall maintain close co-operation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s work of 
Christian education. 

(3) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the State in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Publicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Connecticut 
Baptist, appointing a Business Manager and co-operating with him in circulating this 
journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the distribution of such literature 
as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on Work -with New Americans 

The Committee on Work with New Americans shall have charge of the work 
conducted by the Convention with foreign peoples, co-operating with the Executive 
Secretary, in promoting the interests of this department, and reporting to the Conven- 
tion through the Executive Secretary. 

Section 5. Committee on Aided Churches 

The Conunittee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the Con- 
vention in aided English-speaking churches, co-operating with the Executive Secretary,, 
in promoting the interests of this department, and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 6. Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall co-operate with the churches in promoting evangelism in the State. 
It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor, the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session. 
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Section 7. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations, and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 

Section 8. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, 
shall direct the co-operative relationship of the Convention with The Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising 
therefrom commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms 
of agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to 
the Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of Managers 
and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; pro- 
vided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall remain in 
force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved 
by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with power. It shall 
make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven (7) members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. All standing committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reports to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particularly 
those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead them 
into participation in the work of the Denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as au- 
thorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for sup- 
ply preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services 
in such churches. 
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(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of Man- 
agers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of printing the Connecticut 
Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive Secre- 
tary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Education, shall 
have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. Treasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con- 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and each quarter, 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 4. Auditor 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention an- 
nually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the Finance 
Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks 
in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the 
year preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist 
Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their 
methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted to securing the largest pos- 
sible support from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such aid. 
It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall con- 
fer with the Executive Secretary, or the Committee on Aided Churches, before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship, until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
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have been secured; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the 
provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all 
the members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months’ 
notice in writing to the clerks of all the churches of the Convention. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as The Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention. The Executive Secretary of the Convention will advise 
persons wishing to make bequests for the uses of the Convention or for the Convention 
to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately 
for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according to the es- 
tablished annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advantage 
of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while assuring 
the Convention of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of 
the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The Executive 
Secretary will furnish full information upon request.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The year 1940-1941 has been marked by far reaching changes in administration 
due to the resignation of Dr. Elbert E. Gates and to the reorganization within the 
Department of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. Due 
to the fact that the year has brought so many changes the Executive Committee, in 
session September 19, 1941, elected a special committee to assist the new secretary. 
Rev. William Sale Terrell, in the preparation of the annual report. The committee 
was composed of Dr. Gates, Dr. David A. Pitt, Rev. David P. Gaines and Mr. Terrell. 

It should be kept clearly in mind that the annual report of the Board covers 
the general activities of the Convention between sessions, October 1 to September 30, 
while the fiscal reports are made to cover the period from May 1 to April 30, in order 
to synchronize with The Northern Baptist Convention year. In this latter relationship 
it should be pointed out that the entire year covered comes within the admimsration 
of Dr. Gates, as general secretary of the Convention, and Rev. Herbert E. Hinton, as 
director of promotion. We are sincerely indebted to both Dr. Gates and Mr. Hinton 
for their valuable assistance in the preparation of these reports. 

Because of his intimate connection with all the matters of re-organization and 
the selection of a successor to Dr. Gates, President Gaines was requested to prepare 
for this report several items that would adequately acquaint the constituency with 
the procedures taken. 

A New Executive Secretary and Re-Organization 

Aftetr the meeting in New London, a year ago, the Board addressed itself 
to the two-fold task of finding a successor to Dr. Elbert E. Gates, executive secretary, 
and of making the organizational adjustnaents necessitated by the merging of Pro- 
motion with the Convention. The first of these responsibilities was entrusted to a large 
and representative committee, consisting of Rev. Herbert J. White, D.D., chairman,. 
Rev. Frank B. Haggard, D.D., secretary, IVIrs. Howard S. Palmer, Mrs. Arthur M. 
Brown, Rev. Horace B. Sloat, D.D., Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, Rev. J. Melvin Prior, 
Rev. David A. Pitt, D.D., Walter E. Crittenden, William S. Fuller, William I. Spicer, 
Howard E. Munson, Rev. John N. Lackey, D.D., and Rev. David P. Gaines, ex-officio. 

The Committee’s long and prayerful search for a new executive secretary came 
to an end with the calling on April 18, of Rev. William Sale Terrell from the posi- 
tion of director of Evangelism under the New York State Baptist Missionary Con- 
vention, who took up his duties in Connecticut on August 1. Dr. Gates continued 
in office until that date, and at his retirement the Board conferred upon him the 
title of Secretary Emeritus. Mir. Flinton remained as Director of Promotion until 
June 1 and returned from New York for occasional service during June. 

Organizational re-adjustments and the re-adaptation of the Constitution and 
By-Laws have been in the hands of the Committee on Re-organization, which will 
report at this session of the Convention. There are numerous problems incident to the 
changes in plans and personnel, which it will require time to resolve. It is anticipated 
that the Convention will wish to leave this responsibility another year to the Com- 
mittee on Re-Organization.

Finance 

It is the policy of the Board to keep the expenditures within the income of 
the Convention. An operating budget is set up at the first of each year and every 
reasonable effort made to conduct the work within its provisions, under the supervision 
of the Finance Committee, William S. Fuller, chairman. This is rendered difficult, 
because of the uncertainty with regard to the income from missionary receipts, but 
it has been found possible to avoid in this way serious deficits and to make a beginning 
of amortizing the considerable indebtedness in the current expense account which was 
accumulated some years back and the funds used to liquidate the mortgage on the 
Calvary Baptist Church, Torrington. 

As of June 1, 1941, the expenses of Promotion in Connecticut will be borne 
by the Convention, in consideration of which the Council on Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention is at present appropriating ^4,000.00 a year 
to the Convention. The Council also bore part of the expenses incident to the settling 
of the executive secretary. 

The progressive reduction to this state by The American Baptist Publication 
Society of its appropriation is creating for the Convention a serious financial problem 
in the maintenance of the Department of Christian Education which must claim our 
earliest attention during the year ahead. 

The Board has long realized the urgent need for the Convention to give con- 
sideration to possible ways of increasing its income. There is not now a single de- 
partment of our work that is adequately provided for. The fact that the same diffi- 
culty besets all our Conventions and Societies only makes more imperative our taking 
thought for what we can do toward the solution of our own problem. The most di- 
rect and immediate help, within the rules of our co-operative denominational plan 
would be more designated gifts from individuals and churches. If each of us in- 
dividually and each of our churches would annually make some contribution directly 
to the Convention for its work-in addition, of course, to our regular support of the 
Unified Budget, no great sacrifice by any of us would be needed to remove the Con- 
vention from its chronic state of financial embarrassment. The Board appreciates the 
generous remembrance of our work by many individuals and churches which regularly 
make designated gifts. 


Woman’s Work 

As always the women, have manifested their loyal cooperation in the work of 
the Convention. The Woman’s Society, under the guidance of Mrs. Howard S. 
Palmer, • offers to the women of the state singular opportunity for complete participa- 
tion in Kingdom, service. In addition to their usual aggressive program the women of 
Connecticut did their full share toward raising the ^70,000 undertaken by the women 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

Men’s Work 

Tlie phenomenal upturn in industry, due to defense projects in this highly in- 
dustrialized area has added new problems to the department of Men’s Work. It is 
increasingly difficult for men to find time to attend meetings or to participate in 
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church programs. This work is directed by the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council. 
E. N. Wooding has been president during the year. The annual conference at Mid- 
dletown, May 4, was well attended. The present need is for an active men’s com- 
mittee in each of the six Associations committed to carrying forward a program 
that will reach effectively into the local church. 

Evangelism 

The Convention has no Department of Evangelism but the work of providing 
suggestions and inspiration for evangelistic activity in the local church is under the 
direction of an Evangelistic Committee, of which Rev. J. J. Allen is the chairman. 
Connecticut was unusually fortunate this year in having three of the Christian Mission 
Centers within its borders. The World Wide Communion Sunday stimulated Chris- 
tian fellowship and the program for printed page evangelism (distribution of a series 
of four tracts) was highly productive where it was persistently followed. Dr. Walter 
E. Woodbury, secretary of evangelism of The American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, met with the State Committee on Evangelism and a number of pastors, for a 
planning meeting at Hartford, September 22. 

Pastors’ Retreat 

The Board of Managers last year provided through a special budgetary item 
an amount to be used for a Pastors’ Retreat. The meeting was held at Suffield Acad- 
emy, September 8 — 9, centering around a series of addresses given by Dr. Raymond 
Calkins, Cambridge, Mass. These Retreats are worthwhile and need to be further 
developed to include every pastor in the state. 

Christian. Education 

The annual report of the Department of Christian Education has been prepared 
by the director. Rev. Oscar P. Campbell. Attention should be given to the fine accom- 
plishments during the first year of the Church School Advance. The young people’s 
assembly at Storrs was an unusual success gaged by every standard for young people’s 
conferences. Our churches are becoming increasingly aware of the necessity of pro- 
viding adequate leadership and facilities for the promotiton of an educational program 
that will include not only children and youth but neglected adults as well. 

Bi-Lingual Experiment 

In line with the new policy of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
the Second Church, Bridgeport, Rev. William W. Sullivan, pastor, has been designated 
as an experiment center for working out an effective church program in a bi-lingual 
community. The State Convention and the Home Mission Society are sharing equally 
the financial burden in this project. At the present time, Rev. Walter Morris is as- 
sisting Mr. Sullivan, working mainly with men. 

Aided Church Department 

The Convention annually appropriates approximately ^3,000.00 for work among 
aided churches. This work is supervised by a committee of which Rev. Lester T. 
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Mallery has been chairman during the past year. This money is regarded as an in- 
vestment and in each case the goal is financial independence of the church. 

During the year the First Church, West Haven, Dr. Edwin T. Settle, pastor, 
became self-supporting (as of January 1). As a result of their own sacrificial effort 
and the assistance of the State Convention the mortgage on the church property has 
been paid off. 

The Hartford, Mt. Olive Church, Rev. Goode S. Clark, pastor, during this 
year has sold its property on Bellevue Street to the Housing Authorities and has pur- 
chased a building formerly owned by the Jewish Synagogue on Suffield Street. Re- 
cently the church has secured a gift mortgage from The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society of ^1,000.00 and it has been agreed that this amount will be trans- 
ferred to the new property. 

The Brooklyn Federated Church has secured as a full-time pastor Rev. F. 
Story Hildreth, a former Baptist missionary in China. 

The Cheshire Hull Memorial Church, Rev. V. H. Wilson, pastor, is a new 
church on the aided list this year. This is in a growing suburb of New Haven. 

New American Work 

The Convention recognizes its responsibility to the state as a home mission 
opportunity, and in so far as its resources permit, cooperates fully with our home 
mission agencies in the work among the New Americans (bi-lingual groups) . During 
the year a closer study has been made of some of the fields. It is the purpose of 
the Convention to invest where we can hopefully look for the largest Kingdom divi- 
dends. Some of the outstanding features of the work this year are, as follows: 

The Bridgeport and Torrington Czecho-Slovakian groups were served for three 
months during the summer by Dr. Jindrick Prochazka, a refugee professor. He re- 
linquished this work September 1st to become a teacher at Shurtleff College, Alton, 
111. Rev. Paul E. Skokan, who for many years cared for the work prior to the coming 
of Dr. Prochazka, has resumed his relationship to the work. Dr. Herbert Judson 
White, assumed the pastorate of Calvary Church, Torrington, in May and, in con- 
nection with his work, will give pastoral oversight to the Czecho-Slovak work in Tor- 
rington. 

First Italian Church, Meriden, has undertaken a vigorous campaign under the 
direction of the pastor. Rev. Luigi Turco, to procure funds for a very much needed 
educational plant. 

Following extended conferences an arrangement has been worked out by which 
the Italian Congregationalists and Baptists in Waterbury will use the Baptist building 
for united worship. 

Union Church of Chester 

The Chester Baptist Church which has been closed for a number of years has 
united with the Congregational Church and hereafter will be known as the Union 
Church of Chester. 
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Suffield Academy 

The Board of Managers following its usual custom recommends that .0209 
percent of the total distributable money raised in the state be given to Suffield Acad- 
emy toward the Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of ^50,000.00. 
The fund now totals ^46,240.09. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

Mr. Hinton’s retirement from the services of the Convention necessitated his 
resignation as business manager and Mr. Campbell was appointed as temporary 
manager. Mr. Terrell has assumed the position as editor. The size of the paper 
has been changed in order to conform with the Northern Baptist Convention Supple- 
ment. While this increases the general missionary information and may reduce some- 
what the cost of the paper it does restrict column space for field items and necessary 
promotional material for the Convention. The present circulation is approximately 1,350. 

Board Personnel 

Dr. Elbert E. Gates, the retiring secretary and Rev. Herbert Judson White, 
D.D., were elected to honorary membership on the Board of Managers. Rev. Frank 
Alden Tobey, pastor at Noank, is on temporary leave of absence from his church 
while serving as chaplain in the Army. Mr. Tobey recently has been promoted to 
the rank of Major. The Board has been deprived of the useful counsel of Miss Mary 
L. Howard, who has not been able to attend meetings during the year on account of 
serious illness. 


Personal 

In submitting this report, on behalf of the Board of Managers, the executive 
secretary avails himself of the privilege of adding a personal paragraph to express 
his deep appreciation for the hearty welcome accorded him by Connecticut Baptists 
and to give a brief accounting of his stewardship for the ten weeks he has been serving 
in this office. 

The speedometer attests the fact that already many contacts have been made 
in widely separated sections of the state. He has appeared before all of the Associa- 
tions except the Stonington Union which met in June, but there he has attended the 
annual Woman’s Mission Society meeting and also addressed the Bible School Associa- 
tion. 


Learning the routine of administration has required close application to the 
desk. In the Department of Promotion the World Emergency Fund has been the 
chief objective during the recent weeks. The churches are being aroused and general 
confidence prevails that we shall reach our Emergency Goal of ^25,000.

of the 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST BOARD OF PROMOTION 
For the Year Ending April 30, 1941 

WM. SALE TERRELL, Director of Promotion 

Personal 

In submitting this, my first annual report as Director of Promotion for The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, I wish to express appreciation for the faithful and 
efficient service of my predecessor. Rev. LI. E. Hinton, who served in this office for 
five years. I am indebted to him also for his willingness to assist in the preparation 
of this report. It will be noted that the figures fall entirely within the period of his 
administration and, therefore, all audits carry his name as agent. 

On June 17, 1941, a covenant was entered into between the Council on Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention and The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention, signed by their authorized agents. Rev. Paul H. Conrad for the Council 
and Rev. E. E. Gates for the Connecticut Convention. The covenant, while seeking 
an even closer fellowship and cooperation in "the mutual interests in the extension 
of the Kingdom of God through the missionary activities of The Northern Baptist 
Convention” also places more directly upon the Convention the responsibility for the 
promotion of missionary interest and the gathering of funds for the unified budget. 
In line with the new set-up by which the Executive Secretary for The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention becomes also the State Director of Promotion, the By-Laws of 
the Convention were changed at the annual meeting in Bridgeport. The section which 
relates to the Committee on Promotion is, as follows: Section 8, Article 3, Duties 
of the Board of Managers. "Section 8. The Committee on Promotion. The Com- 
mittee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, shall direct 
the co-operative relationship of the Convention with The Council on Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising therefrom com- 
monly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of agreement 
with the Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the Convention 
and the Council such reports as may be required.” 

The remainder of this report was prepared by Mr. Hinton. 


Organization 

The Board continued its organization as in previous years. The only change 
in membership was the substitution of Mr. Edward N. Wooding of Wallingford for 
Mr. Loren Durner of Waterbury, whom he succeeded as President of the Connecticut 
Baptist hden s Council. The very serious illness of IMiss hdary Fdoward prevented 
her from her usual active participation, which was very greatly regretted. 
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The Director 

There was no change in the duties of the Director and he carried on the 
usual additional activities as in previous years. At the meeting of the State Con- 
vention at New London he announced his willingness to relinquish his post in order 
that due to the resignation of Dr. Gates as Executive Secretary, these two posts might 
be joined under one officer, if and when the State Convention desired so to do. The 
Board of Promotion accepted the Director’s resignation with regret. At the meeting 
of the Board of Managers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention the Director an- 
nounced his acceptance of the position of Central District Representative of the Min- 
isters and Missionaries Benefit Board as of June 1st, 1941. 

/ 

Budget 

The Budget for the expenses of the office of the Director of Promotion was 
approved and provided by the Council on Finance and Promotion. The details of re- 
ceipts and expenditure were approved by the Board and have been audited. The 
audited Financial Statement divided into General Fund and Expense Fund will be 
found attached at the end of this report. The Connecticut Baptist Account, duly 
audited, is also attached. 

Meetings and Activities 

The Board of Promotion has held two regular meetings during the year at 
Baptist Headquarters in Hartford, June 11, 1940, and November 22, 1940. The 
chief activity was the promotion of the Fall Conferences for Church Officers. The 
matter of Missionary Education was also carried on with full vigor by the: 1. distribu- 
tion of literature, both free and for sale; 2. stereopticon lectures; 3. Missionary 
speakers; 4. Mission Study Classes; 5. Schools of Missions; and 6. by the Director 
himself in individual addresses and conferences and by the conducting of several 
series of meetings for Mission Study. 

Fall Conferences for Church Officers 

Three Fall Conferences for Church Officers were held in Connecticut at: 1. 
New Haven; 2. Hartford; and 3. Bridgeport, under the dates of November 12, 
13, 14, 1940. These were very well attended, a good percentage of the churches be- 
ing represented. A great deal of effort was put into their preparation and some very 
excellent follow-up meetings were held. Dr. Earl F. Adams, General Director of 
Promotion, led the discussion in each conference by the help of certain local leaders 
picked out beforehand. 


Distribution of Literature 

The Stereopticon department was closed out during the year. Besides the dis- 
tribution of a great deal of free literature, a new piece of literature for sale in con- 
nection with the Four-Year Program of the Denomination was known as "Follow-On”. 
These were sold quite widely but not as much so as was desired. The January book, 
NEW HORIZONS, was sold in about the usual number. In both cases the cost of 
the supply was covered by the receipts from the sales.

These statements are in agreement with the records, which were found to be 
in good order. 

General Fund: 

In verification of cash received by the Connecticut Agency, we listed duplicate 
receipts which agreed in total with entries in the donation register. Total cash re- 
ceived by this agency, as shown by the donation register, and by duplicate receipts, 
was deposited intact in the Hartford National Bank and Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account pf Connecticut is shown on 
page 4. It was noted that as of April 15, 1941, there was paid over to the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention for the account of the SuflField School the sum of ^176.29. By 
computation this amount should have been ^175.98. There was a corresponding 
under-remittance to the Northern Baptist Convention, New York. With the above 
exception, all other amounts paid to the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the ac- 
count of the Suffield School were found to be correct as 2.09% of the undesignated 
receipts. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period, 
as certified to us by the depository. 
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Expense Fund: 

This is operated as an imprest fund, being replenished monthly by the New. 
York Board upon receipt of expense vouchers and credit memoranda. It was noted 
that on March 24, 1941, a refund of ^30.00 was received from Noank to be credited 
against the travel account, which refund had not been reported to the New York 
Board.

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REPORT OF 

DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Robert Raikes walking, by the light of a lantern, through the mud and destitu- 
tion of Sooty Alley in 1780, marks the beginning of one of the most significant 
spiritual movements in history. Since those dark days, 161 years ago, millions of 
Christian laymen have been carrying the torch of divine light as teachers and revealers 
of the Chrikian way of life. The Sunday school has become the spiritual Advance 
of the Church to Discover, Reach, Teach, Win, Enlist and Train our generation 
against the threatened blackout of civilization. Such is the spirit of revival coming, 
with renewed vitality, into Christian Education in these dark days. 

The Church School Advance 

The second year of the Church School Advance is under way with the strong 
momentum of a most encouraging response from the churches cooperating in the first 
year. Many thrilling reports of revivals resulting from it have come from the 3,500 
churches enrolled last year, representing about 80% of our church membership in 
The Northern Baptist Convention. In Connecticut 56 churches out of a total of 
128 were enrolled and those taking it seriously have reported unusual gains. The 
statistical increases in attendance and church membership are significant, but do not 
begin to measure the greater results manifest in terms of the new spirit in the life of 
the churches. Teachers and officers have been more devoted and faithful, attendance 
has been more regular, more helpful fellowship in workers’ conferences, more careful 
preparation and training for teaching, and more friendly visiting in homes and per- 
sonal counseling of pastors and teachers with pupils and parents, are some of the 
values not to be measured in formal reports. 

We have promoted the Church School Advance through correspondence, con- 
ferences, stereopticon lectures, speakers at Conventions, distribution of literature and 
personal interviews with pastors and workers. The state director has kept it before us 
in The Connecticut Baptist and by continuous presentation in the churches. 

The Church School Advance has been paralleled in most of the evangelical 

bodies in America, and has met with such a general response that it is to become 

The United Christian Education Advance for all American Protestantism at the 
end of this year. Your state director was present at a meeting in Chicago where 
the idea was proposed and was appointed a representative from Connecticut to a 

three-day meeting in Pittsburgh a few months ago, called to plan for this movement 

to follow the completion of our two-year Church School Advance program. This 
will be carried forward through the facilities of the International Council of Religious 
Education. We are cooperating through the State Council of Churches in bringing 
it to the churches of Connecticut. 

, Children’s Work and Vacation Schools 

In cooperation with the Children’s Work Committee of the State Council of 
Churches we held a state conference in New Haven for all workers with children in 
the church schools and vacation schools. This was one of the best conferences of this 
year and was planned to offer all our workers an opportunity to get acquainted with 
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the best resources in materials and methods in these schools. We sent helps for 
planning vacation school programs to the forty churches generally interested and con- 
ferred with most of them about their plans. We have also furnished the leaders of 
children’s work in the churches with information about our teaching materials, the 
new lessons and plans from the Children’s Division. 

Week-Day Schools 

As a part of the National Christian Mission held in Connecticut last fall your 
director organized the leadership for seminars on week-day schools in the main centers 
of the mission throughout the state and conducted the three-day seminar in Hartford. 
We secured the hearty cooperation of the public school authorities, including the of- 
ficers of the state and local school boards. It was a manifestation of great interest in 
the necessity of finding a solution to the perplexing problem of cooperation between 
the church and the state in securing the essential religious values in education for the 
whole experience of life. Several communities have established week-day schools during 
the year and we have about fifteen Baptist churches cooperating in these schools. Your 
director is now chairman of a committee representing the churches of the state seeking 
to work out, with the authorities of the State University, an accepable plan for re- 
ligious insruction at the University. 

Adult Education 

Your director is a member of the International Committee on Religious Educa- 
tion of Adults, the Executive Committee of United Christian Adult Movement and 
chairman of the Adult Committee of the State Council of Churches. In the state 
we have planned and sponsored a series of four conferences for young adults. We 
also promoted the Regional Adult Conference held in Northfield in July. Programs 
for young adults and young married people are coming to be a well established feature 
of local church work, and these clubs are discovering and bringing into the churches 
a new generation of vigorous and intelligent leadership for all departments. 

State and Associational Workers 

We have just had a day of conference planned to give our associations a new 
sense of mission and significance in our work with the churches. A team of three 
from The American Baptist Publication Society and two from the Board of Educa- 
tion, headed by Dr. Luther Wesley Smith, is making a tour of all the states to 
meet the leaders in all these areas in an effort to work out a plan of operation by 
which Christian Education will be more efficiently promoted throughout all the area 
organizations serving the churches. The Department of Missionary Education, with 
their field representatives and local area leaders, are cooperating in this move to make 
Christian Education more inclusive and complete, while conserving all the values of 
the missionary societies. Under the guidance of the Council on Christian Education 
all our educational agencies are working together to produce better programs and 
teaching materials, and more efficiency and harmony in our ministry of teaching. We 
are hoping that, out of this move across the denomination by these leaders, will come 
a new day for our associational organizations and their services to the churches. 
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Young People 

The most encouraging development in a generation has come to our young 
people’s work within the last two years. We sent three representatives to the meeting 
at Denison University in December, 1939, called by the Council on Christian Educa- 
tion of The Northern Baptist Convention. On their return they gave their report 
of plans for the Baptist Youth Fellowship to the young people of the state in all 
kinds of rallies. These gatherings registered approval of the Denison plans to merge 
our several youth programs and the organization of the Fellowship in national, state 
and associational areas. The Council on Christian Education is setting up a stafiF to 
direct the youth work of the denomination and the first National Council of Youth 
is called to meet in Franklin, Indiana, next December. Connecticut will have two 
representatives on this Council. 

For many years we have observed a growing spirit of fellowship for youth 
inspired by the state and associational rallies and the summer assembly. Even before 
the Denison report our state and associational activities were headed toward more 
definite organization. The development of unity in our national youth agencies gave 
us encouragement to move forward more rapidly. Our State Council of Youth was 
formed at the Convention a year ago and now every association is organized for definite 
responsibilities in relation to the denominational program. A state rally was held in 
New Britain last April with speakers from our mission boards and discussions led 
by young people. In addition to our annual session with a banquet at the State Con- 
vention the regular associations held in September and October have featured the 
interests of the Youth Fellowship. 

The State Youth Council assisted in making the summer assembly program, and 
promoting attendance. Definite projects have been planned for this year; including 
enlisting interest in and giving to the Emergency Fund, observance of the Jubilee 
Token Adventure, support of the missionary budget in the local church, and the 
designation of a given amount to state youth work, sharing in the planning of the 
summer assembly program, holding a spring rally, assisting associational organizations, 
support of the Church School Advance, and providing a correspondent for a youth 
column in The Connecticut Baptist. 

The summer assembly at Storrs enrolled 161, about 30 less than last year. 
The spirit of the assembly, however, was the best we have had in years. The leader- 
ship was fully up to our high standard, although harder to get than usual on account 
of the unusual emergencies of this year. Many of the young people reported giving 
up good jobs to attend, and the churches were generous in sending the best of their 
young people for this great experience. The facilities provided for us by tbe Storrs 
Church and the State University are not surpassed by any of our summer camps, and 
the administrative authorities of the University are exceedingly cordial and generous 
in their cooperation with us. We always finish our assembly program, feeling that, if 
only the churches, not represented, knew just what happens to those in this conference, 
not one of them would fail to be represented. This year, as always, they each bear 
testimony to a great religious experience and return to their homes with a new sense 
of the meaning of worship, a finer appreciation of art in music, a new zeal for service 
and nobler aspirations for Christian living at its best. 
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We continue our support of the New England School of Methods at Ocean 
Park, Maine. We have urged the churches to send delegates and the state director 
serves on the planning committees, the trustees board and teaches in the school.

Conclusion 

During this year of adjustments in the state office many extra assignments anil 
duties have been accepted by the director of education. The account of this work 
does not belong in this report. This ministry has been rendered gladly as emergency 
service. It has been a great joy to welcome our new executive secretary and do what 
we could to prepare the way for him to assume his place as our leader. My association 
with Dr. Gates has been a privilege beyond any language to express, and our ministry 
together will remain a treasured memory forever. Like Paul and Timotheus to the 
saints, bishops and deacons at Phillippi, "I thank my God upon every rememberance 
of you” and "for your fellowship in the Gospel”. To all who have contributed to 
the support of our ministry in Christian Education, thanks.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR 1941 

Rev. Frank H. Divine, D.D. 

Rev. Frank H. Divine, D.D., was born in Binghamton, N. Y., March 19, 
1865. He died in New York City, April 1, 1941. A graduate of Colgate Uni- 
versity he had received the B.A. and M.A. degrees from his Alma Mater, and had 
been honored with the degree of D.D. by Sioux Falls College. Ordained in V^ater- 
vilet, N. Y. in 1894 he served as pastor there until called to be the General Sea-etary 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention in 1902, an office he held until 1908. As 
General Secretary of the Convention he rendered a fine service in the raising of the 
Restoration fund. His success in this project led our Home Mission Society to call 
him to serve in the edifice department. His special talent seemed ever to be in the 
fields of church finance, and the last years of his ministry were spent in that field, 
with ever increasing success. Many churches owe their good standing financially to 
the campaigns he directed. He was a man of strong personality, untiring energy and 
fruitful service for the kingdom of God. 

Rev. C. Leavens Eldredge 

Rev. C. Leavens Eldredge, formerly pastor in Preston City, where he was 
ordained, and more recently a member of the church at Clinton, died in Jamaica 
Plain, Mass., April 8, 1941. He was born in Hoosick Falls, N. Y. in 1875. He 
held pastorates in New England and in New York State. He is survived by his 
wife and two daughters. Miss Marguerite Eldredge, a missionary under the American 
Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, at Tondo, Belgian Congo, and Mrs. Joseph Haude, 
New Haven. The funeral service was conducted by his pastor. Rev. George Washburn, 
assisted by Rev. Clarence Emery, of Bar Harbor, Maine, and his cousin. Rev. Charles 
F. Eldredge, of Niantic, Conn. The wife of Rev. Charles F. Eldredge died one hour 
after his return from the funeral of his cousin. Her funeral was held in Niantic, 
April 14, 1941. We sympathize with the members of the family in their bereavement. 

Rev. David Winslow Lovett 

Rev. David Winslow Lovett was born in Pomfret, New Hampshire, May 19, 
1871, and died at his home in Bernardston, Mass., May 10, 1941. A graduate of 
Colgate University and Newton Theological Seminary, where he received his B.D. 
degree in 1902. 

He was ordained in Kennebunk Village, Rumford, Maine. He held the fol- 
lowing pastorates, Kennebunk Village, Rumford, Maine; Charleston, Mass.; Essex, 
Wallingford, Willimantic, and Colchester, Conn., and Bernardston, Mass. Before 
entering the ministry Mr. Lovett had a position with a railroad company, and brought 
to his ministry experiences which he gained by contact with business and working 
men. He was a good preacher and a splendid pastor. For many years he was a 
member of the Board of Managers of our State Convention, and served as chairman 
of the aided church committee. He is survived by his wife and two daughters. 
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Rev. Franklin D. Elmer 

Rev. Franklin Davenport Elmer died at the Hartford Hospital on Thursday, 
October 2, 1941. Born in West Hartford, September 14, 1873, he had always a keen 
interest in the life of the city. He was a descendant of Thomas Hooker, the founder 
of Hartford, and traced his ancestry back to six of the original settlers in the city. 
After attending the West Hartford High School he was graduated from Suifield 
Academy. He graduated from Brown University in 1895, and received the Bachelor 
of Divinity degree from the University of Chicago in 1898. 

He became a member of the staff of the Mount Morris Baptist Church in 
New York, and left there to take the Pastorate of the Winsted Baptist Church in 
Winsted, Conn., where he was the guiding spirit in the religious educational life, not 
only of his own church, but through the Sunday School exhibits he arranged. He 
was instrumental in revising much of the material used in our Sundlay School work. 
He also founded one of the first ten Scout Troops in America. Ever a lover of out- 
door life he served the Scout Movement in many capacities. An intimate friend of 
John Burroughs the naturalist, he was called on to conduct his funeral service. From 
Winsted he went to the First Baptist Church of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., then to the 
First Baptist Church of Hamilton, N. Y., the church that serves Colgate University. 
Nominally retired since 1930, he continued active up to the time of his death, for 
on his last Sunday he presided over the service at Bukwood. The Bukwood outdoor 
services were dear to his heart, and will ever be remembered by those privileged to 
share in them under his leadership. Two Memorial services were held, one at the 
West Hartford Baptist Church, the other on Sunday afternoon, October 5 th, at 
Bukwood, at which over one hundred of those who had enjoyed the Bukwood Services 
gathered in his memory. He leaves a whfe, a son. Rev. Franklin D. Elmer, Jr., of 
Lockport, N. Y., two daughters, Mrs. Herbert P. Koepke, of White Plains, N. Y., 
and Mrs. William F. Meyer, West Hartford, and five grandchildren. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The committee on evangelism recognizes its responsibility in the making of this 
annual report but confesses that the year records nothing unusual or spectacular. The 
anticipated coming of Secretary William S. Terrell, and the emphasis placed on se- 
curing a leader, experienced and possessed of the evangelistic passion, has influenced 
our year’s work; the members thinking it best to await his aggressive leadership. How- 
ever the committee has not been entirely unfaithful in its stewardship. Several new 
pieces of literature concerning various phases of evangelism and especially material ex- 
plaining the evangelistic program of the Northern Baptist Convention have been made 
available for the pastors through the courtesy of Dr. Walter W. Woodbury, Director 
of Evangelism of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, with which our State 
Convention works in close cooperation. 

A conference on evangelism was held at Central Baptist Church, Hartford, 
Monday, September 22, and was attended by a large group of the pastors. The morn- 
ing session was in charge of the committee, Chairman J. J. Allen presiding, and Secre- 
tary Terrell brought an inspiring address. This was followed by a most helpful dis- 
cussion. A complimentary lunch was served by the committee. Dr. Walter W. 
Woodbury conducted the afternoon conference and outlined the program of the 
Northern Baptist Convention and the Home Mission Society. Emphasis was placed 
on the needed revival of the Associational committees as an aggressive factor in pro- 
moting the work of evangelism among the churches. It was announced that present 
reports show that it requires thirty-nine members to secure one baptism per year in 
Connecticut. 

The committee believes that this low production rate is not due to a lack of 
evangelistic passion or activity on the part of pastors but rather because the lay mem- 
bers are so slow to assume their responsibility in witnessing for Christ and too many 
have little enthusiasm for any kind of evangelistic effort. It is the hope of the com- 
mittee that the coming year will mark a revival of interest in evangelism throughout 
the rank and file of our church members and result in a state wide effort within a 
reasonable time. The time is ripe for an advance and the aggressive leadership of our 
new Secretary will provide us with the stimulus needed for unity of action and the 
will to win. 

The emphasis on evangelism given by the Church School Advance is most 
commendable and is bearing fruit in many churches. 

The influx of thousands of defense workers and service men into our Con- 
necticut cities presents to these communities a new problem and also offers them a 
great opportunity. There is every indication that our pastors are doing their utmost 
to bring these new-comers under the influence of the work and worship of the churches. 
A goodly number of Baptist leaders attended, and shared in, the recent conference 
sponsored by the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education when a 
study of the part the Church must play in meeting the needs of this period of na- 
tional defense effort, was made. 
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The reports of our churches show that during the past year 696 received by 
baptism, 401 by letter and 352 by experience. While the major emphasis is naturally 
put upon a new confession and baptism, those who are pastors know that the task 
of securing the transfer of letters is a genuine task in evangelism. 

The committee acknowledges with appreciation the cooperation of our executive 
officers and the pastors throughout the state and we prayfully and hopefully look to 
the future with the conviction that "the best is yet to be.”

To all officers and speakers who have directed our thoughts and prayers we 
extend our sincere Christian gratitude. 

We rejoice to offer our earnest thanks to the Chairman and Committeemen 
whose consecrated aid and interest has provided us with a program rich and varied in 
Christian thought and experience. 

Endorsing the Resolutions of our Northern Baptist Convention 

Whereas, that since the Committee on Resolutions of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, which convened at Wichita, Kansas, May 20, 1941, spent considerable 
time working over the issues involved, and stating them with a view to having them 
accepted at State Conventions throughout the Northern Baptist convention, and 

Whereas these Resolutions deal with matters right up to date and express the 
convictions of your committee, be it therefore 

Resolved that this convention go on record as adopting the Resolutions as 
printed in the Northern Baptist Convention Annual for 1941, be it further 

Resolved that we recommend to the Moderators, and all Chairmen of Standing 
Committees, and all other officers of our Associations throughout Connecticut, that 
there be a close spirit of cooperative action with the personnel of our State Office, and 
be it further 
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Resolved that prompt and appropriate action be taken by the above designated 
officers, on all matters pertaining to the social and spiritual welfare of our Churches 
as stated in the Resolutions passed by the Northern Baptist Convention in June 1941. 

An Appeal to Evangelism 

Whereas, one of the principal objectives of the Northern Baptist Convention 
this year is a call for action in the field of evangelism, therefore be it; 

Resolved, that the Connecticut Baptist State Convention go on record as 
heartily approving and joining the program by the following action; 

(1) Authorizing the appointment of a Committee by the President of our Conven- 
tion in consultation with the chairman of our State Committee on Evangelism 
to cooperate with the Committee on Evangelism of our Convention, for the pur- 
pose of establishing and making available to all churches of the Convention, a 
program of united evangelistic effort for the year 1941 — 1942. 

(2) The appointed Committee to make a report at the next annual meeting of the 
Convention with recommendation for action for the following year; be it further 

Resolved, that this Convention, through its President and Executive Secretary, 
urge the cooperation of every local church in releasing pastors and laymen who may 
be willing to be used for such a purpose, for such periods of time as may be reasonable 
and without injury to the interests of that church. 

Stating an Objective for Our State Convention 

Whereas, never in our history have we more deeply felt, than we do today our 
human weakness in the presence of enormous and distracting problems and tasks, or 
our regret that we have failed to maintain our highest spiritual life in search for 
materiel gain; and 

, Whereas a more abundant life for our people and churches is dependent less 
upon legislative devices than upon recovery of spiritually socialized values; and 

Whereas, as confessed followers of Jesus Christ we acknowledge and recognize 
the constant need of divine guidance and the profound significance of the work of 
The Holy Spirit in our midst, and; 

Whereas, we repent of our sins and acknowledge the need of our individual 
and collective return as Christians to the New Testament teaching and witness, namely, 
"that when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one 
place, and suddenly there came a sound from heaven . . . and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting,” and 

Whereas, at a time when we feel more deeply than ever the need of more 
than human wisdom in the fulfillment of our social and spiritual ideals and hopes, 
be it therefore. 
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Resolved, that this Convention recommend to its responsible officers that a 
mobilization of the social and spiritual forces of our State, consisting of the joint 
Convention of united protestantisms in Connecticut gather for confession and aspira- 
tion, and to rededicate ourselves to renewed lives of deepened moral and spiritual 
character, of mutual unselfishness, sympathy and service, and the earnest search for 
righteousness and justice among men and thus work together to further the interests 
of Christ’s Kingdom in our great Commonwealth.

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REPORT OF WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 

OF CONNECTICUT 

October 17, 1941. 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut feels privileged indeed 
that in this year of world chaos and hatred it has been allowed to share in the taslr 
of presenting the "Prince of Peace” to the peoples of the world. 

We realize that just as in the bombed-out shops of Britain there appear the 
gallant signs "Business as usual”, so our missionaries are conducting "business as 
usual” despite unusual delays in supplies, rates of exchange, and insufficient person- 
nel. Our admiration goes out to them; and we seek to lighten their loads and fill 
their needs, as we study to strengthen our own devotion to Christianity and Democrac^% 
so that they in their trials and moments of hardship may know that they are firmly 
held with ties of love to bulwarks founded on the Brotherhood of Man. 

Our president, Mrs. Palmer, has worked untiringly, and her enthusiastic slogan, 
"Every woman serving through her church” is a challenge. 

Mrs. Abel, our first vice-president, reports that ^2,468 was received this year 
in the gift boxes, and that our goal for the coming year has been increased to 03,750. 
These little gift boxes have now changed their name to "Love” boxes, for it is with 
love that we give these gifts. 

This year two special efforts were undertaken by the women — those of raising 
funds for the 70th anniversary of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society, and for the 60th anniversary of the Baptist Missionary Training School. At 
our annual May meeting, the offering was divided three-fourths to the Connecticut 
Council of Churches for work among the migrant workers in the tobacco fields of 
Connecticut, and one-fourth to the Baptist Committee on World Relief. 

Our second and third vice-presidents, Mrs. Ralph Hemingway and Mrs. Charles 
Newton, in charge of Foreign and Home Missions, respectively, have kept us in con- 
tact with our missionaries throughout the year. 

Miss Eleanore MacKenzie, our Missionary Education chairman, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Everett, our Reading Program chairman, are helpfully guiding us in our study 
and reading on the themes for the year: Christianity and Democracy in America, 
and Christians and World Order. Mrs. Everett reports that 21 churches used the 
travelling library during the year. e 

Interest in the magazine "Missions” and the "Book of Remembrance” has 
grown during the year, and Mrs. Charles Turner, our Literature chairman, attributes 
this in part to the literature tables at the association meetings. The Connecticut Bap- 
tist has found increased interest among the women, with Miss Edyth Braddock’s page 
largely responsible. 

Our over-worked medical missionaries overseas are more than ever depending 
upon our White Cross supplies, and while we were not able to fill our quota 100% 
this year, Mrs. Eddy has added the unfinished articles to' the quotas she is sending 
out for the coming year. Our overland quota was entirely filled. 
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At the close of the year Mrs. Herbert Hinton and Mrs. Willis Umberger re- 
signed their positions as department heads of Christian Friendliness and Christian 
Citizenship, respectively. Both chairmen reported that there were more Connecticut 
churches participating in the work of these departments during the year than hereto- 
fore. New appointments to these positions have not yet been made.

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REPORT OF THE STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

It would appear from the number of churches and pastors which have sought 
guidance as to the proper procedure for ordination this past year, that there is a grow- 
ing sentiment among the Convention churches in support of the movement for a 
better trained ministry. 

During the year a questionnaire was sent out by the chairman to the secretaries 
of the State Conventions of The Northern Baptist Convention asking for reactions on 
the following suggestions which have to do with the effort to improve our pastoral 
leadership. 

(1) Have The Northern Baptist Convention or the Ministers’ Council adopt a 
standard Certificate of Ordination having on it a place for the signature of the 
State Secretary or other accredited official, such signature to be attached only if 
the candidate has fulfilled the minimum educational requirements of the Con- 
vention. 

(2) Have the License to Preach granted by the Association Permanent Council or 
in its absence by a committee composed of representatives of not less than three 
Association churches. 

(3) Have each State Convention print in its Annual an Accredited List of pastors 
who have met the Convention standards. 

(4) Have a gentleman’s agreement among the Conventions not to ordain a man who 
seeks ordination in a "foreign” convention, without first consulting with his 
home-secretary. 

About one-third of those interrogated replied; all being in rather hearty support 
of the "principles” involved. But there was general agreement that the problem is 
most difficult due to the lack of democratic co-operation on the part of some of our 
Convention churches. 

It is of more than passing interest to note that the Hartford Baptist Associa- 
tion at its last Annual Meeting adopted as standard ordination practice the "Qualifica- 
tions” and "Procedure” as printed in the 1940 Annual with the exception of section 
4 of the "Qualifications.” Also it was voted that the License to Preach should be 
granted by the Permanent Council which practice will give the authority much greater 
denominational sanction.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTE FOR THE CONNECTICUT 
COUNCIL OF CHURCFIES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Your committee attended the annual meeting of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches and Religious Education held in the Church of the Redeemer, West Hart- 
ford, on January 13 th, 1941. 

The reports read reveal that in behalf of the united Protestant forces the Council 
is carrying forward a constructive program to meet varied needs. The financial state- 
ment was encouraging because it pointed to a wholesome condition. Nevertheless, 
there is real need for a larger number of the churches to contribute to the work of 
the Council and it is suggested that our churches give thought to the inclusion of a 
contribution to the Council when making up their annual budget. 

The Rev. Stanley Manning was re-elected president and one of our number, 
the Rev. James N. Zeigler of Norwalk was elected as a vice-president. 

The following are some of the outstanding achievements of the Council for 
the year reported: 

The Connecticut Christian Mission, the results of which cannot be computed 
but we know its influence was of great importance. 

Three conferences were held for young married people’s groups to the end 
that their participation in the whole life of the Church might be emphasized. 

Conferences and Bulletins were provided to inform the Protestant Churches 
and their leaders of proposed social legislation and the need for social action in cer- 
tain definite areas. 

A Summer School of Religious Education for adult Church workers was held 
at Winnipesaukee with great success. 

A program of character education and recreation for the workers on the tobacco 
plantations was carried out. 

A major portion of time is devoted ^to the development of a Protestant-wide 
consciousness of the religious and social problems arising in our industrial communities 
due to the present emergency and an effort to develop resources and relationships with 
other organizations to meet these needs. 

Innumerable services are rendered by the staff of the Council to the local 
churches including the sending of a team of trained leaders to various churches and 
communities to consult with workers and leaders in Church schools and Youth Or- 
ganizations. 

These are but a few ways in which this agency of a co-operative Protestantism 
carries on day by day, in our behalf, an indispensable ministry. 

We recommend our continued financial and moral support and that all our 
churches be kept continually acquainted with its needs and work.

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Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship 

The Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship became a functioning organization 
in close affiliation with The Connecticut Baptist Convention in 1940. During the 
year 1940-41 extensive activities had been carried on under the guidance of the State 
Fellowship officers, composing the Youth Council. 

Conferences and youth rallies have been held in all of the six associations. The 
Youth Fellowship program is featured at the annual meetings of the associations, with 
addresses, conferences and fellowship dinners. The New London and Stonington 
Union Associations work together in the New London Youth Fellowship which holds 
regular monthly meetings. Similar meetings and fellowship rallies have been held 
in the Ashford, Hartford, New Haven and Fairfield Associations. 

The State Fellowship Council held four meetings to plan and direct the ac- 
tivities of the state program. It has given youth more responsibility for planning and 
promoting much of our State Convention work, such as, the summer assembly, the 
annual meetings of the State Convention and special committees for raising the Con- 
vention funds. About 200 young people attended the banquet and the sessions of 
the World Service Day at the Convention in Bridgeport, October 18. A State Rally 
of Youth was held in New Britain on April 19, with an attendance of 300. 

Definite cooperation with the State Convention has been in appealing to the 
young people’s organizations in the churches to contribute to the World Emergency 
Fund of The Northern Baptist Convention. Plans were also launched to get our 
young people in the churches to further support our missionary work by observing 
the Jubilee Token Adventure in celebration of the 50th anniversary of the B. Y. P. U. 
This project seeks the enlistment of all young people’s societies in support of the funds 
being raised in their churches for the missionary work of the denomination. 

At the close of last year Howard Munson and the Misses Nellie Wong and 
Martha Benedict were sent to represent the state at a conference in Denison Univer- 
sity, called by the Council on Christian Education of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, to organize a National Youth Council. They have been used extensively in 
giving reports of this conference to youth rallies and churches throughout the state. 
They have rendered valuable assistance in the organization of the young people in 
the associations and in perfecting the organization of the State Youth Fellowship. 

The Youth Council has cooperated with the State Committee on Christian 
Education in promoting the Church School Advance. They have appointed corre- 
spondents to collect news and information about young people’s work in the churches 
for publication in The Connecticut Baptist. Provision was made for the state to send 
two delegates to the First National Youth Council to be held in Franklin, Indiana, 
and funds secured from the State Convention for their expenses. 

We are encouraged to feel that the Baptist Youth Fellowship has come to 
bring the young people of our churches to assume greater responsibility in the work 
of the denomination and serves, not only for the furtherance of our Kingdom en- 
terprises, but is preparing them through experience to become worthy successors of 
our present leaders.

Minutes of the Hartford Baptist Association 

The one hundred fifty-second annual meeting of the Hartford Baptist Associa- 
tion was convened by the moderator. Rev. Frederick W. Rapp, at 10:45 A. M., Sep- 
tember 26, 1941, in the Second Baptist Church at Suffield. After the singing of a 
hymn the moderator read the Scripture lesson and offered prayer. The rules of order 
were read by the clerk. Welcome to the church was extended by Rev. E. Scott Farley, 
D. D., the pastor, to which the moderator replied. 

The following committees were then appointed by the moderator: Nomina- 
tions, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Mrs. Arthur Tyrrill, Rev. H. M. Foreman; Resolutions, Rev. 
J. C. Jackson, D. D., Mrs. H. M. Hainer, Rev. Marion C. Allen; Next Session, Rev. 
Major L. Johnson, Rev. G. E. Friedenberg, Rev. Harry Olcott; Roll, Rev. Jesse E. 
Smith. 

A digest of church reports was given by the clerk. The treasurer presented 
his report which was accepted. The report of the Committee on Evangelism was also 
accepted. After a hymn Rev. J. N. Lackey, D. D., gave a tribute to the members 
who had died during the last year. 

Rev. Ivan H. B.enedict spoke on Ministerial Standards. This was followed by 
a discussion and it was voted to request Mr. Benedict to bring in resolutions at the 
afternoon session. The morning session was closed with hymn and benediction. 

The afternoon session was called to order by the moderator at 1:45 and a 
hymn was sung. 
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Mr. Benedict reported his resolutions. These were the same as those adopted 
by the State Permanent Council of the Connecticut Baptist Convention and printed 
on pages 93 and 94 of the Connecticut Baptist Annual for 1940' with two exceptions, 
first that item four of the first part under qualifications for ordination was omitted, 
qnd second, that the following be added as item six under procedure for ordination 

"That the license to preach be granted by the Permanent Council of the 
Association after the candidate has satisfied the council of his fitness for 
this authority.” 

After discussion the report was adopted. 

The offering for the association was received. 

The report of the Nomination Committee was accepted and the clerk instructed 
to cast the ballot which he did and the officers and committees were declared elected. 

The committee on resolutions reported the following: 

1. "Resolved that we extend a vote of thanks to the pastor, officers and mem- 
bers of the Second Church, Suffield, for their hospitality and courtesies 
in extending to us the facilities of this historic church in which to hold 
our 152 Association Meeting. The committee especially wishes to express 
thanks to the ladies for the courteous manner in which we have been 
served.” 

2. "Secondly. The Connecticut Temperance Foundation. It is alarming to 
what extent the liquor traffic is growing, blighting the lives of many 
of the youth of our country. Therefore, be it resolved that we reaffirm 
our attitude and devotion to the Connecticut Temperance Foundation 
and the W. C. T. U. in a united effort to detroy the onward march of 
this dreadful monster.” 

3. "Resolved that we deplore the destruction of human lives in the wars now 
raging. That we of the church assert ourselves in favor of universal peace 
and brotherhood for which our Savior prayed.” 

It was voted that the report as a whole be adopted. 

The committee on next session reported that the Memorial Church in Hartford 
had invited the association to meet there and recommended that the invitation be ac- 
cepted.
